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DETAILED ACTION 


1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention. Each species is drawn to a process dispensing a 
polymer stress relief layer upon a substrate lower surface under conditions to partially 
embed an electrical first bump disposed upon the lower surface and curing the polymer 
stress relief layer. One item from each of the following lettered groups A and B should 
be selected. 

A. dispensing the polymer stress-relief layer 
A-1 . embodiment of figs 6A-7B 

A-2. embodiment of fig 8 

B. the polymer stress relief layer including a polymer wherein: 

B-1 . the polymer includes a polybenzoxazole prepolymer, the process 
further include ejecting the prepolymer ontot he mounting substrate land 
side and heating the prepolymer to a temperature above the glass- 
transition temperature thereof. 

B-2 the polymer includes a cyanate ester prepolymer, the process 
further include ejecting the prepolymer ontot he mounting substrate land 
side and heating the prepolymer to a temperature above the glass- 
transition temperature thereof. 

B-3. the polymer includes a polybenzimidazole prepolymer, the process 
further include ejecting the prepolymer ontot he mounting substrate land 
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side and heating the prepolymer to a temperature above the glass- 
transition temperature thereof. 

B-4. the polymer includes a polybenzothiazole prepolymer, the process 
further include ejecting the prepolymer ontot he mounting substrate land 
side and heating the prepolymer to a temperature above the glass- 
transition temperature thereof.
